BLAINE’S OPPORTUNITY. 
SOLID FRAUDS BY A SOLID SOUTH FURNISHED 
IT. 

Special Diana to The Tribune, 

Wasnineton, D. C. Dec. 11.—The friends of 
Mr. Blaine may well take pride both in his great 
and notable audience and in the manner and 
force of his speech. Tue galleries were crowd- 
ed at a quarter after 11, though he was not to 
speak till 1. Ladies were admitted to the cloak- 
rooms and to the floor. The Republicans and 
Democrats came overin great numbers from 
the House, and, with one marked exception, 
there was univeggal and close attention paid to 
his speech from beginning to end. All Senators 
in the city werein their seats. Mr. Conkling 
sat two desks from Biaine, and busied himself 
over a letter-book, never once looking up dur- 
ing the hour and a balf occupied by Mr. Biaine’s 
speech and the debate which followed. It was 
the most notab!e instance of 

DISREGARD OF THE PROPRIBTIES 
of an occasion and of Senatorial courtesy which 
bas been seen in the Chamber since the days of 
the Santo-Domingo debate, when Conkling 
used to sit with his back to Charles Sumner and 
Senator Schurz when they were replying to him. 

Blaine spoke but thirty minutes, but in that 
time he had given the Democratic side abundant 
food for thought. There was a general disap- 
pointment over his effort, so far as manner was 
concerned, but none as to the force which his 
matter carried. The majority had gathered ex- 
pecting a fiery and impassioned attack, after the 
style for which Blaine is so well known. This, it 
was supposed, would stir up Ben Hill and others 
on his side to full play, and thus, it was sup- 
posed, the ball would open with hot words and 
pointed personal debates, such as used to follow 
in the train of Blaine’s onsets in the House. 
His cool and deliberate manner, in which even 
his usual earnestness was somewhat curbed by 
his reading from printed notes, was 

A SURPRISE TO THE DEMOCRATS, 

and at once showed them that they were to 
have no advantage from any possible indiscre- 
tions of heated attack. They were also quick 
to discover that the presentation of the case 
would require preparation beforé attempting a 
reply. In short, they were altogetber surprised at 
the matter and manner vf Mr. Blaine, and so 
tound themselves in a position where they did 
not deem it discreet to go on to-day with the 
debate. It was necessary for Mr, ‘Thurman to 
present the resolution of his caucus, which 
sought to blind the issues and gave full proot of 
reports which gained currency after the Demo- 
cratic caucus, that the members were 

AT A LOSS HOW TO DEAL WITH THE QUESTION 
of the late Southern frauds. The suggestions 
of intimidation at the North made bya North- 
ern Senator caused smiles, and the passages 
in regard to the use of money Avere 
accepted as additioral evidence of the difficulties 
experienced in the caucus. Blaine had fully 
broken the force of that part of the Democratic 
resolution directed against Northern intimida- 
tion by saying in advance that he had made his 
resolution so broad as to cover that subject, and 
by adding in his speech that it would be impos- 
sible to find a single case of intimidation in New 
England. 

As to the inquiry in regard to the use of 
money, Edmunds most effectually turned this 
particular Democratic battery upon Thurman 
and his forces by suggesting the propriety 
of such an inquiry in view of late die- 
closures in regard to the extraordinary use of 
money during the late Presidential campaiga. 
The Republicans enjoyed this heartily, and the 
Democrats could not conceal the evidences of 
the fact that they fully understood the point. 

THURMANR’s RANDOM REPLY, 

by general admission, fel! far below the occa- 
sion, and Lamar’s was labored. Edmunds suc- 
ceeded in placing the propositions of the Missis-

one of portentous magnitude; and that is, whether 
the white voter of the North shail be equal to the 
white voter of the South in shaping the policy and 
uxing the destiny of this country; or sian te 
put it still more haldly, the waite man who foumtt 
in the ranks of the Union army shall have as 
weighty and influential a vote in the Government 
of the Republic asthe white man who fought in the 
ranks of the Rebel army. The one fought to up- 
hold, the other to destroy, the Union of the States. 
and (o-day ne who fought to destroy isa far more 
important factor in the Government of the nation 
than he who fought to uphold it. 

Let me illustrate my meaning by comparing 
grodee of Staies of the same — *. streneth 
orthand South. ‘Take the States of South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi, and Louisiana. The 

enteen Representatives to Congress. 
gate popu ation is composed of 1, 
and 1, 224. 000 colored; the eolored being nearly 
200, 000 in excess of the whites. Of the seventeen 
Representatives, then, it is evident that pine 
were 1 to these States by reason of their 
colored population, and only eight by reason 
their white population; and yetinthe choice of 
the entire seventeen Representatives the colored 
voters had no more voice or power than their re- 
mote kindred on the shores of Senegambia or 
on the Gold Coast. The 1,035,000 white 
people had the sole and absolute choice of the en- 
tire seventeen Representatives. In contrast, take 
two States in the North, Iowa and Wisconsin, with 
seventeen Representatives. They have a white 
population of 2. 247, 000, -—considerably more than 
DOUBLE THE ENTIRE WHITE POPULATION 
of the three Southern States I have named. Ina 
Iowa and Wisconsin, therefore, it takes 132,000 
white population to rend a Representative to Con- 
gress, out in South Carolina, Mississippi, and 
Louisiana every 60.000 white people send a Repre- 
sentative. In cther words, 60,000 waite people in 
those Southern States have precisely: the same po- 
litical power in the government of the country that 
132, 000 white people have in lowa and Wisconsin. 
Take another group of seventeen ig? — 
tives from the South and from the North. Georgia 
and Alabuma have a white population of 1, 158, 000 
and a coiored population of Py 020,000. They send 
eeventeen Representatives to Congress, of whom 
nine were apportioned on account of the white 
population and eight on account of the colored 
population. But the colored voters are not able to 
—— a single Representative, the white Demo- 
crats choosing the whole seventeen. The four 
Northern States, Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
and California have sevepteen rt" sep oon nt 
based on a white population of 2 „ or 
almost double the white population 22 len and 
Alabama. so that in these relative — of States 
we find the white man South exercises by his rote 
double the poiitical power of the white man Nerth. 
Let us carry the comparison to a more compre- 
hensive generalization. The eleven States yo 
formed the Coufederate Government 1 
last census a population of nine and a half millions, 
of which, in round esp pen five and a half min- 
1008 were white and four millions coloted. On this 
zregate population seventy-three Representa- 
tives in Congress were apportioned to those States 
—forty-two or three of which were by reason of 
the 2. peruse. and thirty or thirty-one by 
reason of population.

and thas secured a Democratic majority ip the nex 
House of Representatives. Thus it appears that 
throughout the States that formed the late Con- 
federate Government 65,000 whites—the verv 
people that rebelled against the Union—are en- 
abled to elect a lepresentative in Con- 
gress, while in the loyal States it requires 
137,000 of the white people that fought for the 
Union to elect a Represeatative. In levying cvery 
tax, therefore, in making every appropriation of 
money, in fixing every line of public policy, in de- 
creeing what shall be the fate and fortune of the 
Republic, the Confederate soldier South is enabled 
to cast a vote that is twice as powerful and twice 
as influential as the vote of the Union soldier North. 

But the white men of the South did not acquire 
and do not hold this superior power oy reason of 
law or justice, but in gisregard and defiance of 
both. The Fourteenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution was expected to be and was designed to be a 
preventive and corrective of all such — 
abuses. The reading of the clause ap 1 
the case is instructive and suggestive. 

Representatives shall be apportioned among 
the several States according to their respective 
numbers, counting the whole number of persons in 
each State. excluding Indians not taxed. But 
when the right tovote at any election forthe 
choice of electors for President and Vice-President 
of the United States, Representatives in Congress, 

the executive and jadicial officers of a State, or the 
members of the Legislacure thereof, is denied to 
anv of the male inhabitants of * State being 21 
years of age, and citizens of the United States, or 
In any way abridged, except for participation in 
rebellion, or other crime, the basis of representa- 
tion therein shall be reduced in the proportion 
which the number of such male citizens shall bear 
to the whole number of male citizens 21 years of 
age in such State.” 

The patent, undeniable intent of this provision 
Was that if any class of voters were denied or 
in any way abridged in their right of suffrage, 
then the class so abridged 

SHOULD NOT BE COUNTED 

in the basis of representation; or, in other words, 
that no State or States should gain a large increase 
of representation in Congress by reason of cownt- 
ing any class of population not permitted to take 
part im electing such Representatives. Bot the 
construction given to this provision is that |.efore 
any forfeiture of representation can be enforced 
the denial or ebridgment of suffrage must be the 
result of a law specifically enacted by the State. 
Under this construction every negro voter may 
have his seffrage ubsolutely denied or fatally 
adridged by the violence, actual or threatened, of 
irresponsible mobs, or by frauds and deceptions of 
State officers from the Governor down to the last 

election-clerk, and then, unless some State law can 
be shownthat authorizes the denial or abridgment. 
the State escapes all penaity or peril of reauced 
representation. This construction may be upheld 
by the courts, ruling on the jetter of the law.

INTER- STATE COMMERCE. 
BILL PASSED IN THE HOUSE. 
Special Dispatch to Tie Tribune. 

WASsmNdrox. Dec. 11.—The House passed a 
very important bill to-day, the ostensible pur- 
pose of which is to regulate commerce between 
the States. There were graye doubts as to the 
constitutionality of the measure, but the bill had 
about 40 majority. Clarkson N. Potter and Hew- 
itt, of New York, maintained that it could not 
stand before the courts, and in this opinion they 
were supported by Cannon, of Illinois, and 
Phillips, of Kansas; but there has been a very 
strong pressure brought to urge the passage of 


| the bill ever since it was introduced last session. 


The success of the bill is the success 
of the anti-railroad opinions the 
West. There have heen no special efforts 
made by the railroad companies to defeat the 
measure in the House, as its passage 
Was HARDLY EXPECTED. 

It is now probable, however, that all efforts will 
be directed to prevent the passage of, the: bill in 
the Senate. To that end the com- 
panies will resort to dilatory measures. 
The purpose of the bill is to 
reguiate inter-State commerce, and to prohibit 
unjust discriminations by common carriers. 
The substantial features are these: Common 
carrters on continuous lines through states must 
charge the same rates of freight to all 
persons, must furnish the same facilities 
to ali, and perform al services 
with equal expedition. The carriage of 
goods must be continuous. whether on one road 
or more. All rebates and drawbacks are pro- 
hibited. There must be no combinations, con- 
tracts, or agreements, no changes of schedules 
by breaking bulk to prevent continuous car- 
riage. Combinations for the pooling of 
freightae of competing roads are forbid-

BANGS. ’ 
WHY HB 18 AT THE CAPITAL. 
Apecial Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasurmeron, D. C., Dec. 11.--District-Attor- 
ney Bangs arrived here last night on what evi- 
dently was intended to be a secret mission.

THE NEW YORK NOMINATIONS. 

The statement is made to-night. on au-

RAILROADS. 


THE ERIE. 

Mr. George R. Blanchard, Vice-President of the 
New York, Lake Erie 4 Western Railroad (Erie), 
who was in the city yesterday, stated toa Trisune 
reporter that the prospects of his roud never were 
more flattering than at present, and that it had no 
doubt entered upon & new era of prosperity. The 
improvements on the road that have latelybeen made 
und are now in progress are more than had been 
made in the last twenty-five years, and when com- 
pleted will make the road one of the finest and 
most perfect in the country. The laying of a third 
rail, to reduce the gauge of the road to the- same 
width ae that of its Western connection, 
will be completed from Buffalo to Jersey 
City, the entire length of the line, about 
the Ist of January. The new yards and shops at 
Jersey City are ready. A third raii has been laid 
from Buffalo to Carbondale, Luzerne Vounty, Pa., 
the anthracite ¢oal-flelds, a distance of 270 miles. 
This will ve the only continuous carrier into the 
anthratite coal-flields. At Carbondale connection 
is made wita the system of railroads of the Cen- 
trai of New Jersey, giving the Erie an additional 
outiet to Philadelphia, and a passenger connection 
to Long Branch. Arrangements have also been 
completed for the construction of a new elevator 
at Jersey City with a capacity of a million 
bushels. On the es side of the dock where 
the elevator will built it is proposed to have 
two immense warehouses,—one for the import 
and one for the export business. The whole 
is to be located on a basin 1,600 feet long by 230 
feet wide, giving access to the largest class of ves- 
sels. All the oid docks at Jersey City are also be- 
ing reconstructed. Extensions are being made at 
the West street front, foot of Chambers street, 
New York City, so as to have 150 feet more 
ground and the best system of piers in the city. 
To utilize these increased facilities the Company 
has had built 3. 000 narrow-gauge cars and forty 
new consolidation engines. The new narrow- 
gauge cars will run exclusively to the Northwest, 
while the old broad-gauge cars will run over the 
Atlantic. & Great Western to the Southwest. 
The Compauy has succeeded in defeat 
ing all opposition in the Legislatures of Massa- 
chusetts, New York, and Vermont towards the 
opening of anew line into New Engiand. This 
will be opened by the Ist of June. It will run 
over the Erie to Binghamton, and over the Dela 
ware & Hudson to Mechanicsville; from this point 
over the new jine which the Erie is building, and 
called the Boston, Hoosac Tunnel & Western Rail- 
road, thirty-eight miles to North Adams, Mass. 
From thence over the Fitchburg Railroad to Bos- 
ton, where connection will be made with all New 
This New England route of the 
Erie will be but forty miles longer than by the 
Lake Shore and Boston & Aloany route, and 100 
miles shorter than the Grand-Truak route. ‘

-Mrtwavukesz, Wis., Dec. 11.—Tue Txatecne cor- 
respondent this afternoon interviewed the Hon. 
Jobr W. Cary, General Solicitor of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company, in rela- 
tion to the troubie at St. Pan). Mr. Cary ciatmed 
that the statements contained in the telegram 
published by the Chicago papers are mainly wrong.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 11.—The railway sensa- 
tion of the day, which originsted in Chicago and 
was then transferred to New York, is now in full 
blast here, and stirmng the innermost circles of 
these otherwise close corporations. Commodore 
Garrison and son, and Hurst, a leading New York 
capitalist, arrived here yesterday. President Ack- 
erman and Joseph F. Tucker, of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, are to arrive to-night. To-morrow 8 general 
conference will be held in Garrison's private rooms 
in the Chamber of Commerce Bailding, at which 
the above gentlemen and A. I. Hop- 
kins, General Manager of the Wabash, and 
A. A. Talmage, Superintendent of “the 
Missouri ven „ will be present. Yesterday 
the St. Louis papers made every effort to inter- 
view Commodore Garrison and get his opinion on 
the proposed new lines to Chicago, bat whether 
it was owing to the impudent assumptions of the 
interviewers, or that he was overfatigued from his 
long ride, nothing was obtained. To-day, how- 
ever, it is generally understood what his views 
are. He starts with the broad declaration that, 
in his government of the Wabash, to which he 
has but just succeeded, his firatand only interest 
is that of his co-Directors and associate 
stockholders: further, he has no 
war to make on the Chicago & 
Alton, nor has he any serious differences with the 
Iifinois Central. Since he has been made Prési- 
dent of the Wadash its stock has gone up, He 
proposed to keep the road in good condition and 

rosper its interests. The new Directory, with 
‘ommodore Garrison at its head, has 4 working ur- 
rangement with the IIIinois Central for Chicago 
and St. Louis business. A prominent railroad 
man, not identified with either road, says that the 
traffic arrangement is not binding, nor is it advan- 
tageous to the Wabash. This gentleman makes 
the startliug disclosure that, all along, the 
Iliinois Central hase had a oling contract 
with the Chicago & Alton, which contract has been 
a source of net gain in the sum of thousands of 
dollars per annum to the Lilinois Central. The 
Wabash Directory believes that its concession to 
the Central should force an abrogation of this pool 
contract witn the Alton, and that whatever profit 
arises from Chicago and St. Louis business not go- 
ing directly over the Alton should accrue to tne 
Wabash and Central jointly. This has been a long 
standing grievance, and, when Commodore Gar- 
rison went into the Wabash. it is believed he 
did so with the object of forcing a fair 
division of work and profit with the Central, or else 
with the intention of building his own line to-Chi- 
cago and thus securing all the profits arising from 
its own business, The conference to-morrow will 
arbitrate this issue, and, in doing so, it cannot be 
denied that the Wabash has every advantage.

ST, PETER’S RELATIONS WITH MRS. CLARK. 
If, instead of acting as an honest, fearless. frank 
woman would act, going or sending for him openly 
and bo!div, she sought secret interviews with bim. 
—watched the steps of her busband to sce him only 
in her husband's absence. if she locked herself 
up with him in a room for « long time, —these facts 
were worthy of ali attention. They meant every- 
thing. for intercourse between an un 
faitaful wife and her paramour was the 
source of the most deadly danger 
to her husband. If he were found dead, all history 
taught us where to look for the assassin. It woulda 
be shown that, from first to last, careful efforts 
were made to keep the true state of things from 
Ciark; that Mrs. Clark and Si. Peter had signale 
to notif the latter of the husband's absence: and 
the children even were made messengers. When the 
husband had seen enough to aroase the most un 
pleasant suspicion at least. and discharged dt. Pe- 
ter, she followed him to Chicago, and repeatediy 
visited him at his own house, and furnished him 
with tokens of her affection. Ali this having been 
discovered, suspicion fastened on Su. Peter as tne 
murderer, and, two days after Clark’s death, be 
was arrested.

A PAWN-TICKET FOR A REVOLVER, 
which had been pawned the very morning after the 
death of Clurk, and also four builets, the weapon 
holding five. He said he took the bullets out when 
he pawned the revolver. Waen asked what became 
of the fifth one he said it had dropped through 3 
hole in his pocket on to the cell floor. There was 
no bole in his pocket, apa the bullet could not be 
found, though it could not have escaped the eye 
had it been there.

He was seen 
going towards that place the same afternoon, par- 
tally disguised, as if seeking to avoid notice. 
Another point to be prevented was thie: the re- 
volver was a cheap one, the barrel being slightiy 
oat of line. and a bullet fred from it was impressed 
with uncommon and peculiar marks, extremely 
characteristic. Experiments with it showed the 
game marks as those on the bullet found in Clark's 
heart. St. Peter badn’t said much, but what he 
had said, excepting that about coming in from La 
Grange that night, would be shown to be false. 
The theory of the prosecution was that tne de 
ceased was a victim of the lustful and wicked re- 
lation between the wife and the unprincipied 
scoundrel who lived under his reof in the capacity 
of a d man.

THE DEFENSE. 

Mr. Van Buren, counsel for St. Peter, opened 
for bis client. He alluded to the injustice ana 
voracity of the prosecution,” saying when the cir- 
cumstances were looked at by an honest mind 
there was nothing in them which would jeopardize 
the liberty of his client fora moment. Facts had 
been distorted, and little harmiess things mag- 
nifed into mountains. Public clamor must be ap- 
peased; the press must be appeased. The police 
had started on a false scent, and had kept it up 
ever since. They were aftera motive, and found 
it in the love () between St. Peter and this esti- 
mable lady. The crime was an unnatural one. 
Clark liked and trusted St. Peter. because he

N In the afternoon Mr. Van Buren continued for 
the defense.

FULL OF INVECTIVE AND ASPERSIONS 
on the character of Mrs. Clark, and reviewea what 
he had said as having come from Mrs. Clark imme- 
diately after the bomicide. It was a fact that 
Clark had gone tothe warn that night, and also 
that be was shot and came back to the house 
shrieking with pain. No one would deny this, or 
attempt to, and it was not singular that she was 
alarmed, locked up as she was, with ber children. 
The press for years had teemed with accounts of 
horrors similar to this, and Mrs. Clark, not Know- 
ing that her husband had been shot, it was very 
natural that sbe should have been territied and 
confounded, and that she locked herself up. Mr. 
Van Arman bad painted the picture very vividly. 
the sole object being to create in the minds of the 
— the suspicion of a belief that sne was glad of 
er busband’s death, If she had opened the 
door and rushed down stairs, it could bave been 
said against her with equal force that s@ did as 
she did to avoid euspicion. It was clear to him 
that the purpose of the prosecution was to distort 
every circumstance in connection with her conduct, 
which was unjust, unfair, and abominable. She 
bad been criticised for rashing out after discover- 
the crime and caliing in assistance. and for 
subsequently, in her terror, giving an opinion of 
the crime. She had been iufernally, -cruelly 
abused, it being said of her that she rejoiced at 
the death of her husband; and, furthermore, that 
sh e was impliedly zailty of the crime. If she had 
been guilty, why should she give an opinion of 
how the murder had been committed without being 
asked? If sbe had been guilty she would have 
kept silent, and what she had said was 
simply the spontaneous outburst of a heart 
full of grief. simplicity, and innocence. 
Amo otber things she said was 
that Me. Clark had bougat a pistol a few days 
before, and this was true. and could not be dis- 
proved, It was also true that the deceased was 
troubled about business affairs at the time, and it 
could not be vyainsaid. It was also true that the 
deceased had acted strangely by asking his wife to 
go with him and sleep one nightin a disreputable 
piace, and that she refused. It was also true that 
there had been a skeleton in that household. of 
which po one but the wife and husband knew, and 
he thought the accusations made against her were 
cruel in the extreme, and that they had been made 
with a view to securing conviction at ail hazards. 
Mr. Van Arman did not appear for the people, but 
for an individual who hated Mrs. Clark, and 
wanted her convicted, and his fee in the case was 
contingent upon the result, a matter the jury 
shoulda not fail to consider. 

Mr. Van Buren next reverted to what Mr. Van 
Arman had said of 

MRS. CLARK’S THEORIES OF THE MURDER, 
and mentioned that it was very natural for her to 
have and express an opinion on tae subject, or 
even more than one Opinion. It was natural for 
her to chan her opinions as the crime was un- 
raveled, . was it natural for her to lay 
the murder to tramps or thieves detected in steal- 
ing. It was nothing unusual for a thief to shoot 
down his detector, and he cited the Race murder as 
an instance to illustrate how one of the theories at- 
tributed to Mrs. Clark had not been unreasonable. 
He then went on to contend that all that had been 
presented by the prosecution was nothing more nor 
less than a line of supicions, and, even if the 
charges could be maintained, would ‘amount to 
nothing. It might be shown that she had written 
letters for St. Peter, and had been seen in a 
room with him, and, furthermore. that she 
had once tickled him and visited bim when he was 
sick in the city, but it would all ameant to nangbt. 
He detied anyone to say aught against ber charac- 
ter. or the prosecution to establish a guiliy love 
between her and St. Peter. It could not be done! 
He then reviewed the allegations of the proseca- 
tion as to St. Peter's connection with the crime, 
contending that the supposed fatal bullet was 
found im answer to an inflammatory newspaper ar- 
ticle attacking Coroner's juries, and that it was 
never fired out of St. Peter's pistol. and promising 
to demonstrate that if it was it was never taken 
out of Clark's body. He denied that the four otaer 
bullets referred to were found in St. Peter's pock- 
et, and also that his pocket cia not have a hole in 

The fact that the pistol was pawned he 
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Peters innocence, for, if be had wanted to have 
gotten rid of it and kept it away from the police, he 
would have disposed of it in another wav. The 
fact thet bullets fired from the pistol were pecui- 
jariy marked, corresponding with the fatal bullet, 
was another evidence ef St. Peter's innocence. 
The pistol was a cheap affair, and there were han- 
dreds of the same kind in the city, and it would be 
shown that bullets fired trom them would be simi- 
lariy marked. Ip conclusion, he urged that dt. 
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Mann, attorney for Mrs. Clark, said he 
would waive hie opening until the ciose of the evi- 
dence for the prosecution, apd it was so 
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MR. LOVE’8 TESTIMONY. 

The first witness called was Mr. John Love, of 
La Grange. He had lived there four years, was a 
carpenter, knew the deceased, who had lived 
about 100 yards from him. Mr. Clark owned the 
house he lived im, and was a farmer by occupa- 
tion, renting a farm about half a mile west 
of where he lived. He knew deceased's family, 
which consisted of a wife and three children, the 
children ranging in age from 6 to 11 years. De- 
ceased died Aug. 14, and he last saw him alive 
about his premises in the afternoon of the same 
day. The witness here detailed the location of his 
premises as related to those of Mr. Clark’s at some 
length, after which he went on to say that on the 
evening of Aug. 14 he was sitting home, reading, 
and heard a noise as if caused by a pistoi-shot. 
He went out and stood at his gate a moment or 
two, and, everything being still, he went back 
into the house. About fifteen minutes later be 
heard a woman coming along on the sidewalk cry- 
ing bitterly, and he opened the door, and some 
one—a woman—fell on his .teps. He took her up 
and into his house, and found it was Mrs. Clark. 
He asked her what was the matter, and she 
replied ‘‘.Alvaro has shot himself. He 
went with her, and on the way she told 
him that she and der husband had 
had a fuss that day,—that she had loaned him 
$100, and he wanted to borrow more, and she 
would not let him have it. She said he had 
bought a pistol a few days before and had shown it 
to her, but did not want tne children to see it. 
Nothing else was said, but when he reached the 
bouse he found the deceased lying on the stairs 
with bis head about seven steps from the bottom. 
He got a hight, examined the v. and found that 
he was dead. There was some blood on the stairs, 
but none on his feet. He had on his pante, vest, 
and shirt, and was barefooted. There was not to 
exceed a pint of blood on the stairs, and when bis 
pants were taken off there was no blood below his 
knees. He said to Mrs. Clark that there ought to 
be somebody else present, and she said Yes." 
He went out and called fqr Mr. Duriand and Mr. 
Hoover, who were neighvors. They did not 
hear him. The children were up-stalrs at the 
time, and be bel them down over the dead 
body, and the r child went for Durland, 
and he for Mesers. Hoover and Spyder, and they 
all came. Mrs. Clark was still crying, and she re- 
peated several times, It is all my fault; I ought 
to bave let him have the money. More of the 
neighbors were sent for, and among those who 
‘came was Dr. Fox. The body was then taken from 
the steps and undressed and washed, Mre. Clark 
being in the parior in the meantime. She wanted 
to send for deceased's brother and others at Naper- 
ville, and witness volunteered to , and Duriand 
went with him, starting about 11 o'clock. The 
cause of death had been ascertained before he 
started. and there had been some discussion as to 
who fred the bali, which had entered the centre of 
the breast. He got back from Naperville 
next morning about 7 o'clock, and at 8:30 he 
again went to the scene of the murder and found a 
crowd around, and saw Mrs. Clark, but had no 

onversation with her as tothe death. All that he 

eard her say about the death subsequently was 
when she testified before the Coroner's jury, but 
he could not repeat correctly what she said. De- 
ceased wasacheerful kindof a man, communi- 
cative, etc., bat he knew nothing of his pecuniary 
circumstances. Witness knew Joseph St. Peter, 
who was in Clark's employ up to some time last 
winter. He left Clark, but came back in the spring 
and worked about a month. and, \esving again in 
Jane, he went over to Mr. Durland's. with whom 
he boarded for about a month. St Peter told bim 
that he next went tw live with a Mr. Peck, and 
used to see him passing around the village, going 
to Clark’s and other places. When/St. Peter was 
living at Clark's, he did not notice any thing out 
of the way or suspicious as between him and Mrs. 
Clark. After he left Clark’s he used to see him 
going their often, and he no that he generally 
went when Mr. Clark was away. He had never 
seen St. Peter sent for by Mrs. Clark, but had 
noticed a little girl, daughter of Mrs. Clark, 
Gor 7 years old, standing at a e ber window 
and waving a handkerchief asa nal. He had 
never seen this but once, and the wi,ness failing to 
connect St. Peter with it, the question and answer 
were stricken out. Witness was het shown a plat 
of the premises, and explained De distances. 
ie location, etc. He d known the 
‘ark family for some time, and bee friendiy with 
all of the members except Mr. Clarig lie was not 
on speaking terms with the lattcr atype time of his 
death. Beside the blood on the Stairs, he saw 
some between the pump and the Hase, one drop 
on the platform, two onthe steg geading to the 
bouse, and three drops on the kitchs floor.

THE WORLD’S GOLD. 
How the Present Yield Compares with That 
of Former Times. | 
7 Puttsbury Pispatch, 

The formidable movement of New York bank- 
ers in the interest of the demonetization of sil- 
ver leads to anew discussion of the necessity 
or uselessness of a double standard, or, in other 
words, the employment of both gold and silver 
as the basis of money circulation. If an article 
of intrinsic value be yital to the stability of our 
currency to prevent injurious fluctuation, it is 
desirable that the recognized standards shall 
exist in a quantity as nearly commensurate as 
possible with the buik of cireulating me- 
dium. The Ural Mountains, Australia, and the 


United States are the most productive sources 
of gold supply, the first iding

: Prior discovery 
of the rich mines of the United States the total 
production was only $68,000,000 per annum. 
The fever of goid-bunting, which was excited 
by the finding of the great mines of the Pacific 
Coast, rapidly increased the yearl uction, 
until in 1850 it reached over 8 aud 
five or six years later gold bullion was mined to 
the extent of the e ods sum of neariy $185, - 
000,000. This was the largest yield of any one 
year, aud since productiog, has gradually fallen 
away, and seems to have finally reached an 
equilibrium of about $100,000,000 per annum, 
nearly all of which is found in the three re- 
gions named. Now, if this represented the 
actual yeariy increase in the volume of gold 
which is used as the basis of the currency of 
gold-using countries, it might serve, unassisted, 
as a standard. But the fact is, this production 
does little more than supply the place of that 
whieh disappears from circulation as money au- 
nually by loss and wear, or metamorphosis into 
articles of commerce. . 

A few years ago some English statistician, 
after a careful inyestigation, estimated the 
yearly loss of gold coin tothe British Treasury 
was at 45, 000.000 scgriing, and. calculating from 
this basis, the losgto the world must amount 
to nearly the total production, and therefore 
little addition to tie bulk of goid in the Treas- 
uries of all nationgcan be expected. It is true 
that new mines mgy be found. It is not to be 
supposed that ther are no undiscovered regions 
rich with auriferou} deposits. But against this 
are the uncertain of discovery, with an al- 
most certain decreage of the present production. 
That there has been a large increase of the 
stock on hand durigg the past quarter of a cen- 
tury cannot be be denied, but this has been due 

rincipally to the remarkable discoveries in the 

nited States, which in a few years doubled the 
store. Thirty yeart avo the entire stock of gold 
coin was only a lite more than $3,000,000,000. 
Now it is $700,500,000,000, but the m- 
crease was made during a few years, and the 
past decade has added little to the stock. 

Pertinent to this statement is the vast in- 
crease in population and business in those coun- 
tries which use gold as a standard. The pro- 
portion of gold in store at this time is much 
smaller in proportion to the wealth of the coun- 
try than it was a quarter of a century ago, and 
the ratio is steadily decreasing. A greater 
quantity of the metal is used in the domain of 
art than formerly. Its employment as ge 
is being extended to new fields in company wit 
expanding trade, and underlying the whole 
question 1s the self-evident fact that production 
itself is subject to the chances of discovery. It 
is, therefore, made plainly apparent that gold 
alone does not and will not be adequate to sup- 
ply the demand for precious metals as money, 
and unless some new financial system shall be 
discovered which is still unknown to any en- 
lightened philosopher on national economy, by 
which -money of intrinsic worth may be dis- 
pensed with altogether, the employment of 
some other metal as an assistant to gold seems 
imperative.

‘The wealth of the aristoc- 
racy never made itself, It is simply the aggre- 
gation of minor quantities generated by indus- 
trious toil and wholesome economy. Hence let 
us take care of the springs and sources of finan- 
cial prosperity if we would ward off pecuniary 
—— stringency, and rain. 
he advocates of gold alone as a metallic 
money show their ignorance of its productivn, 
its amount, and its waste. I was in California 
and Australia in the times of their greatest pro- 
duction, and I have full reason to believe that, 
in any such given period of time, say ten years, 
the world wiil never see a production of goid at 
all approximating the amount that was then 
brought out from the earth and the rock. Not 
only were those ficlas exceedingly rich and 
easily worked, but were under the control of the 
two most enlightened and liberal Governments 
of the world, whose people brought to bear all 
the appliances necessury to a rapid and almost 
complete development. The annua! production 
of gold is now far less, while the yearly waste is 
great, and constantly going on. Suffice it to 
say that the volume of gold is in uate to the 
world’s needs for metallic money. Silver is its 
co-ordinate aid, its natural ally, and should be 
its unfailing attendant. Congress, therefore, 
would show ite wisdom by enacting a law for 
the free coinage of the standard silver dollar, 
and for the increase of mint facilities to that 
end, and for the issuance of silver certificates. 
If they are unable to effect this at present, let 
them at least order the maximum coinage per- 
mitted by the present law. 

As to resumption, it must now be carried 
through. To arrest it would be to accelerate 
our march towards financial death. The people 
are anxiously waiting for the revival of confi- 
dence, which would bring into use reserved 
capital should resumption take place at the 
time appointed, with a fair prospect of its being 
maintained: and wo betide any combination of 
individuals or corporations that mav attempt to 
defeat «6 consummation so earnestly desired by 
agreat people, and on which their uniary 
hopes are suspended.

Business Condition of the Northwest. 
New York Herald. 

For the last two or three weeks the Herald 
bas been employing alert correspondents, dis- 
tributed through all parts of the United States, 
in making inquiries and gathering information 
respecting the condition of the country. Such 
information is cf unusual interest at present, 
when we are within three weeks of the resump- 
tion of specie payments. Everybody wül be 
glad to learn the real situation of the country 
at the time when this great experimentis abou 
to Co into operation. . 

In the State of Illinois the people are not so 
prosperous as would have been expected from 
the crops of the year. The decline in prices off- 
sets the great abundance of the harvest, aud 
there is less money in the hands of the people 
than there was a year ago. There is less ease 
and contentment in Illinois than in any 
other of the Northwestern States, with the 
exception, perhaps, of Minnnesota, where the 
wheat crop was injured and rendered nearly 
worthless by severe rain storms just in advance 
of the harvest. In Wisconsin, lowa, Nebraska, 
and especially in Kansas, the farmers are doing 
reasonably Well, in spite of the low prices they 
receive for their products. The discouraged 
feeling in Minnesota is accounted for by acci- 
dents of the weather; but how shall we explain 
the fact that Illinois, the wealthiest and one of 
the most fertile States of the Northwest, finds 
itself at the close of a fruitful season in a con- 
dition bordering vn distress? Its farmers are 
in close proximity to the greatest grain mart of 
the West; they pay comparatively little for 
transportation, and should naturally be the 
most prosperous agricultural community on the 
face of the earth. And yet the farmers of IIIi- 
nois are an exception to the moderate revival 
of hope and confidence in the other grain- 

rowing States. How is this to be accounted 
or? 

Our Chicago correspondent supplies the data 
for solving what seems so odd a problem. It is 
because Illinois is an older and longer settled 
State that her people have yielded to the be- 
setting temptation of occupiers of the soil. In 
a new State like Kansas, where a great tide of 
immigration is still setting in, the land is taken 
up in small amounts, proportioned to the mod- 
erate means oi the new settlers, and the wants 
of these new settlers, until they have harvested 
their first crop, afford a home market for their 
veignbors. Tbe Iilinois farmers have been more 
asvirivg and ambitious. The faise prosperity of 
the inflation era inspired them with the charac- 
teristic wish of rising farmers, to own all that 

oins them. ‘The greed of possessing more 
— seduced them into purchaszs beyond 
their means, and loaded them with wmort- 
gages which they now find they cannot dis- 
charge. ‘The prices at which they bought were 
founded on the then price of agricultural prod- 
ucts, and in the great decline of prices which has 
since ensued they find themselves not only una- 
ble to pay off their mortgages, but ever wo keep 
up the interest. Multitudes of them are being 
sold out under foreclosure. The average rate 
of interest in Illinois is 10 per cent, which is a 
staggering load to carry on property bo ight at 
neariy double the price it will bring at present. 
The insatiable greed of land has operated detri- 
mentally ju another respect. Enormous farms 
are incongisteut with good tillage and careful 


economy, all experience going to show that sub- 


division of land is favorable to its productive- 
ness. The Soutbern people are learning this 
lesson, and are wisely partitioning the great 
plantations into small farms, which are let to 
tenants when they canuot be sold. The State 
of Illmois has been reversing this practice and is 
paying the penalty.

A jury has been secured in the trial of Sr. 
Peren and Mrs. Crarx on the charge of 
murdering the husband of the latter at La- 
Grange, III., and the taking of testimony has 
begun. From the opening argument of the 
chief counsel for the people, it appears that 
the theory of the prosecution is that of il- 
licit relations prior to the murder between 
the two defendants, and of complicity in the 
killing of the man who stood in their way. 


The American Electrical Society began the 
sessions of its fourth annual meeting in 
Chicago yesterday, with a full attendance of 
members from all parts of the country. 
There is perhaps no branch of science which 
at present commands the attention of the 
world at large in a greater degree than that 
relating to the development of electricity 
and its application to the needs of mankind, 
and it will be the fault of the electricians 
themselves if their deliberations at this meet- 
ing are not of greater general interest than 
ever before. 

A correspondent of the London Tunes 
claims to have unearthed a confidential com- 
munication which passed between the Courts 
of Berlin and London in September last, in 
which the German Government made the 
proposal that England should assume the 
protectorate of Constantinople, under which 
she should oceupy certain neighboring posi- 
tions in the vicinity of the Turkish Capital, 
all of which should be the price of Great 
Britain's assenting to the unification of Bul- 
garia and Roumelia. The correspondent 
asserts that negotiations to this end are still 
in progress between the two Governments.

We who have had so little rain during the 
past two months find it difficult to compre- 
hend the disaster which has fallen upon the 
people of the East.

In hundreds of 
small cities boats are seen in some of the 
streets, and the principal street of Westfield. 
Mass., was filled for hours with a rapid cur- 
rent of water ten feet deap. Everytning do- 
mestic except the cellare of the houses has 
floated past Poughkeepsie, in the Hud- 
son River; twenty-five bridges around 
Whitehall, N. I., have been swept away; 
the mountains of Pennsylvania as a general 
thing have coasted upon their own hills, 
and the Kennebec, Connecticut, Mohawk, 
Lehigh, Susquehanna, and Ohio Rivers have 
ruined property averaging millions of dol- 
lars for each stream. The Pittsburg Ex- 
position building is said to present the mag- 
nificent spectacle of a floating place, being 
accessible only by navigation of the waters 
surrounding it.

Properly considered, the bond scheme is 
defeated by over twenty-five thousand ma- 
jority. The voters were cheated in the way 
the matter was submitted. The Greenback 
Ticket Committee, for some consideration, 
amount not known, printed all the Na- 
tional” tickets For Bonds.” The Demo- 
cratic Ticket Committee, for a consideration, 
amount not stated, printed For Bonds” 
in the body of all their tickets, with 
Against Bonds on. the extreme lower 
end,—leaving a vacant space of an inch or 
two, Their ticket-peddlers were instructed 
to tear offt Against Bonds,” which nearly 
all of them did, so that if a Democrat want- 
ed to vote against ” he was obliged to got 
a pencil, go up to a wall, and strike out 
for and write in against as well as 
he could, otherwise his ticket would count 
For Bonds.” The Republican Committee 
printed near the bottom of their tickets and 
just above the line on the Drainage Amend- 
ment two lines on the Court-House Bond 
question, one For Bonds” and the other 
Against Bonds in fine type and 
close together, the purpose being to invei- 
gle as many voters as possible to vote both 
for and against, in order that their votes 
should count nothing, so that the Democratic 
and Greenback tickets, which were manipu- 
lated For Bonds,” should prevail. After 5 
P. m. it fell dark, and voters could only see 
their tickets by dim gas-lamp light, and were 
guided by the headings. Of the thousands 
who voted between 5 and 7 p. m.; scarcely a 
man scratched his ticket on the bond ques- 
tion, for want of light to see the line or to 
change it, but put im the ticket un- 
scratched. All the Democratic and Green- 
back tickets voted in the dark counted for, 
and all the Republican tickets voted in the 
dark counted for nothing. By this trickery 
of the Campaign Committees the mortgage- 
bond scheme was carried. What it cost the 
Court-House contractors to work the 
ticket committees is not ascertained. In 
the country precincts, where the people vote 
more deliberately and scrutinize their tick- 
ets more carefully than in the city, the num- 
ber who voted “‘ Against Bonds” was twice 
as great as that For Bonds.” But even in 
the country the trick of the Republican 
Committee in printing in obscure type the 
For and Against lines caused 3,772 of 
those self-nullifying tickets to be cast. The 
question remains, Should 15,895 votes ‘‘ For 
Bonds” out of 56,955 be sufficient, under the 
circumstances named, to justify the placing 
of a blanket mortgage of three-quarters of a 
million upon the property of the people of 
Cook County ?

THE CASE OF JUDGE BLODGETT. 

The announced presence at Washington of 
three members of the Chicago Bar, for the 
purpose of instituting proceedings having 
for their object the formal impeachment of 
Judge Biopcetr by the House of Represent- 
atives, has created considerable feeling in 
this city, especially among the members of 
the legal profession. IIlinois has possessed 
a judiciary, State and National, which has 
always enjoyed and merited public confl- 
dence. The integrity of no Judge of any of 
the courts of this State has ever been ques- 
tioned by impeachment proceedings. Suit- 
ors and the general public have had confi- 
dence in the courts of law of Illinois, and 
believed the Judges were impartial and in- 
corruptible, No wonder, therefore, that thre 
rumor that any portion of the Bar seriously 
entertained a belief that a Judge of a United 
States Court in Illinois should be impeached 
by Congress has produced a sensation un- 
precedented in the legal circles of this city. 

The business is all the more exciting be- 
cause no one appears to know the grounds 
on which Judge BiopGett is to be assailed. 
The charges, if any, have not been made 
public, and of course the general public 
can form no opinion as to the character or 
as to the degree or strength of the proof. 
Is the Judge to be assailed forincompetency, 
inattention to business, prejudice, denial or 
defeat of justice, or, if none of these, does 
the charge involve corruption? In the 
absence of any specific information as to the 
nature of the accusation, the imagination 
conjures up the whole list of such derelic- 
tions as a Judge might be guilty of, and, 
after doing this, the imagination can furnish 
no satisfactory answer to the question, 
What is the nature of the charge made or to 
be made in this case ? 

It is a serious matter to even suggest the 
propriety of impeaching a Judge. As Judge 
Davis is reported to have said at Washing- 
ton on Tuesday, that talking of impeaching 
a Judge was like talking of the chastity of a 
woman. This is true in many respects. The 
fact that such a thing was talked about will 
always survive, no matter how high and pure 
the character, or how utterly groundless the

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| statements and of the charactet of those 


who signed it. This, however, does not alter 
the fact that persons are or were in Wash- 
ington with written charges of some kind 
asking a Congressional investigation, and 
asserting or pretending an ability to furnish 
a case warranting impeachment proceedings. 
It the three lawyers at Washington would 
accept the indignant protest of the Chicago 
Bar Association and abandon their proceed- 
ings, that, of course, would be the end of 
the matter. They are not likely todo any- 
thing of the kind. Having engaged in the 
very serious business of smirching a high 
judicial officer, they must have known all the 
responsibility attaching to so grave a pro- 
ceeding, and have prepared themselves to 
meet the They cannot aban- 
don what they have begun without confess- 
ing to an act of prefessional and personal 
turpitude for which there can be no apology 
or extenuation. However groundless or 
malicious may be their complaint against 
Judge Broborrr, they will probably feel 
impelled to go on with it to the end. 

Ought Judge Bropazrr’s friends now ac- 
cept any other course from his accusers ? 
What are the charges ? 
demn or sequit an accused person until the 
character of the accusation and the evidence 
on which it is founded are made known. 
It is not necessary that an accusation against 
a Judge should take the extreme form of an 
officia) impeachment by the House of Repre- 
sentatives before it should be met and 
refuted. No Court can rest under a serious 
imputation and make no explanation or de- 
fense, and, so soon as this complaint takes 
tangible form, the friends of the Judge 
should not only insist upon a speedy but 
thorough investigation, that its falsity, its 
malice, and its groundlessness may be com- 
pletely shown, and the character of the 
judicial officer vindicated, not by suppres- 
sion, nor at the end of an impeachment trial, 
but at the very threshold, while the case is 
‘in the hands of its authors and projectors. 

This paper has no feeling towards Judge 
Buiopeett but those of kindness and respect 
for him personally and reverence tor his 
high office, It is wholly in the dark as to 
what the actual accusations may be; mere 
rumor is not to be taken as of any weight in 
a case involving the integrity of a Judge. As 
a publisher of news it cannot exclude the 
fact that three members of the Chicago Bar 
are or were in Washington for the purpose 
stated. We cannot say in advance of infor- 
mation that the best way to treat the charges 
is with contemptuous silence. It is the pe- 
culiar misfortune of all accused persons that it 
takes time to answer and refute even the 
most groundless calumny. Nevertheless, the 
duty, if not the necessity, of meeting and 
refuting the calumny is, in the case of a 
judicial officer, far more urgent and impor- 
tant than in the case of a mere private citi- 
zen.

The unities of the dinner given to Jom 
MoOun.eves, the well-known actor, in

In 1848 
he entered the Freshman class of Madison Uni- 
versity, at Hamilton, N. T., where he remained 
two years, when he entered the University of 
Rochester, N. Y. Here he took the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts in 1852, the Master's degree in 
1855, and received in 1872 the degree of LL. D. 
from his alma mater. He went to Wisconsin 
and became connected the State University in 
1852. From 1858 to 1860 he was Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, and in 1860 
he was elected Professor pf Ancient Languages 
in St. Paul's College, Palmyra, Mo,, which posi- 
tion he heid until the War broke up the institu- 
tion. In 1866 be was appointed to fill the chair 
of Prof. Rezp, who had been called to the Presi- 
dency of the University of Missouri, and in 1868 
he was elected Professor of Rhetoric and Eu- 
glish Literature. He was the author of two ex- 
cellent bboks, The English of the Fourteenth 
Century and An Introduction tothe Study 
of Anglo-Saxon.” Hotn of these works were 
favorably received by eminent educators on both 
sides of the Atlantic. f

IN PENNSYLVANIA, 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Prrrsnund, Pa., Dec. 11.—The rain-storm 
which set in on Sunday continued without ces- 
sation until last nicht, when the torrents of rain 
were turned to snow, which covered the ground 
to the depth of several inches. The immense 
volume of water has caused a rapid rise in the 
rivers,which are this evening bank-full, and still 
rising. Many cellars in the lower part of Alle- 
gheny have been flooded. Should the rivers 
continue sweiling throughout the nicht, as is 
probable, serious damage to buildings and 
other property is anticipated. Ihe water early 
this morning stopped the Pennsylania Cotton 
Mills by backing up through a sewer. The 
Eagle Mill also was stopped by water in the pit 
of the fly-wheel. The Exposition Building is 
surrounded, and from a distance looks like a 
floating palace. There was nothing of the 
Davis [sland dam to be seen when the evening 
trains came up, there being about three feet of 
water over it, The railroads have suffered 
seriously from the washing-away of embank- 
ments, submerging of tracks, etc., but men are 
at work repairing the damages, and trains will 
be runving on time by morning. On the 
Pennsylvania Road, near Sand Hollow, a large 
tree was blown across the track. A freight- 
train ran into the obstruction and was thrown 
from the rails. Several cars were wrecked, but 
no person was injured. This accident detained 
the fast line due bere at 11:26 p. m. for two 
bours and a half, and the mail train due an hour 
later did not reach the Union Depot until near- 
ly 8o’clock. The weather is turning colder. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Prrrspure, Dec. 11.—The severe storm which 
lasted for two days in this vicinity has caused 
considerable damage, but no very serious catas- 
trophe has yet been reborted. It began to rain 
about 8 o’clock Sunday evening, and rained al- 
most steadily until 3 p. m. Tuesday, when the 
weather turved cold and the rain changed to 
snow, very heavy and wet. This was followed 
by high winds, The storm was very severe in 
the mountains east of ‘here The principal 
damage in this vfeinity consists of land-slides 
and washouts on the several railroad lines, 
which have caused considerable confusion and 
delay to travelers. Several detentions are re- 
ported on the Pennsylvania Central Road, and 
also on the Allegheny Valley. Trains on the 
Western roads are all running on time. 

A beavy land -slide occurred at Soho, on the 
same road. 

Both rivers are very high, and portions of 
Pittsburg and Allegheny are submerged, but, 
beyond the flooding of cellars, no damage is re- 
ported. 

Scranton, Pa., Dec. 11.—Travel upon all the 
railroads eutering this city is interrupted. 

At Portland, Pa., the Delaware has risen 
nineteen feet, and a portion of the town is in- 
undated. 

WiILKESBARRE, Dec. 11.—River street is part- 
ly inundated, and the cellars of the mansions 
thereon filled with water. 

The citizens of Kingston were obliged to build 
dykes and dams to prevent a further spread of 
the river, which now extends from the Wilkes 
barre shore almost to the former place,—a mile 
distant. 

Harrissure, Pa., Dec. 11.~The low ground 
in the lower portion of the city, including a 
number of streets, was completely covered with 
water, causing considerable distress. Many 
persons moved their household effects to places 
of safety. A number of industrial works in the 
southern part of the city have been compelled to 
shut down owing to high water. 

NORTHAMPTON, Pa., Dec. 11.—A_ general 
scene of ruin is presented throughout this por- 
tion of the valley. The loss to the Town of 
Williamsburg ts $12,000, and that of Northamp- 
ton $20,000. Thesedo not include individual 
losses, Which will swell the total loss to hun- 
dreds of thousands. 

New York, Dec. 11.—In Philadelphia the loss 
is serious by the overflow of wharves and flood- 
ing of cellars. At Scranton, Pa., the rivers and 
streams are greatly swoilen, and should the 
rain continue mining operations will be stopped. 
Railroad and other bridges throughout this 
State are threatened by floods. It rained stead- 
ily fully forty hours. 

Port Jervis, N. I., Dec. 11.—The damage by 
the flood along the Neversink River in this 
vicinity is about $30,000. 


IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dee. 11.—There are 
several bad washouts on the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, in the vicinity of Westficld. Last 
evening’s trains in both directions were stuck © 
between Westfield and Russell. There are no 
trains west of this city to-day, on account of a 
wasbout 150 feet long and ten feet deep a mile 
and a half this side of Westfield. Some dis- 
tance bevond Westfield 1,000 feet of both tracks 
arej gone, At Russell two more sections of 
300 and 200 feet are gone. At Huntington half 
of the iron bridge, one span of the Boston & 
Albany iron bridge, a portion of the dam of 
Chester & Co., and the dike of the Hichland 
Mills are swept away. The streets are like a 
river bed. 

At Westfield the loss is fully $300,000. The 
dike on the south side of Westfield River over- 
flowed last evening, and washed across Eim and 
through Meadow streets, cutting off the centre 
of the town ffom the depot. At the same time 
the dike gave way a mile west of the village, 
pouring water all through that section from 
west to east. The stream across Elm street 
runs to-night ten feet deep. The cellars of all 
stores on Eim street nearly to the Post-Uffice, 
a distance of half a mile, are flooded. The 
stream from the west swept through Lincolo, 
Franklin, surrounded 
the fac 
the river, burst through the embank- 
ment of the New Haven & Northampton Road 
which crosses the river, and ruined the track 
for thirty rods. Late at night the gas went out.

The entire damage to Kingston, Wil- 
bur, Eddyville, and Rondout is rougbly esti- 
mated at $500,000.

Somettiing ever Ove years have passed since that 
event, and althoagh beth before and since | have 
received column after column of abuse and mu- 
representation in that matter, ail emanating more 
or less directly from Cooper, I have never yet 
written or eugvgested a word for publication ia re- 
ply. Perhaps those interested ithe Company or 
in my connection therewith may be willing, after 
all these montus, to read what I shall write as 
tending to show the character and some of the 
consequences of Cooper's attack upon me. I was 
elected Assignee April 12, 1872, but did not come 
into possession of the books end papers of the 
Company till some time in May, aad, excepting 
the sum of $4.37, there was no cish or 
anvthing couvertible into cash that came 
to my bands as assets of the Company. Within 
five months from that time I had collected 
upwards of $200,000. and in September, 1872, 
made a dividend of 40 per cent, amounting in the 
aggregate to over $155, 000, on all claims that had 
been proved at thattime. In July of that year, 
Cooper, Deing, as | suppose, moved and insti- 
gated thereto by the devil, ' commenced filing peti- 
tions for my removal, and kept up a Modoc warlare 
through the newspapers and in Court until, in No- 
vember, Judge Biodgett decided, as every other 
sensible man thought woo knew the facts of the 
case, that there was no fault proved, and the peti- 
tions were dismissed. Cooper took tue case for 
review before Judge Drummond, and, with the aid 
of another artist in vituperation, raised such a din 
about hie ears that the venerable jurist (I de- 
Neve that is what the papers are fond of 
calling him) rendered a decision from which 
there was ho appeal, and to which 
I think he must now look dack with some feeling 
akin to surprise. It is not my duty to sit in jnag- 
ment upon him, and even if it were I am afraid 
i should mm turn bring to the case something of 
that 111 which is called prejudice, and 
possibly a little of that vehemence which indicates 
an ill-considered opinion, and so I will content 
myself by saying that there was no law in the 
case to be considered, and that Judge Drummond 
mistook al) the faete.

COLQUITT, 


Ben Hill's Raid on the Character of the 
Georgia Governor—The Latter Fully Ex- 


onerated by a Searching Investigation. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 11,—For several days a 
secret investigation has been pending over a 
scandaloug charge made upon the Governor of 
Georgia. ‘Some time ago the Northeastern 
Railroad, of this State, applied to Gov. Colquitt 
to put the State's indorsement on 263,000 bonds 
of their bonds. There was some doubt as to 
whether the State was bound “to indorse ena 
the Governor hesitated. It was then deter- 
mined to test the matter in the courte. Senator 


Hill was employed on a contingent fee of 


$7,000 to argue the case. The bonds were 
finally indorsed, and Mr. Hill applied for nis 
fee. He was informed that the Company was 
not able to pay, and had already paid out 6800 
to a clerk in the Treasury Department as a fee 
in the case, This clerk held that he had earnea 
bis fee by collecting the testimony and opinions 
of lawyers and legislators as to the intention ot 
the State to indorse. Mr. Ail: having said that 
Mr. Murphey (the clerk) should be removed, 
Murphy met bim in the street aud denounced him 
as a d- d scoundrel, and used other opprobious 
epithets. Senator Hili drew back to strike him 
and says Mr. Murphy put his hand on his pistoi 
as if he were going to shoot. Hv therefore re- 
strained himself, claiming that it was s plot to 
assassinate him. Mr. Murphey denies this. say- 
ing he simply wished to denounce the Senator 
Dubliciy for having slandered bim. It was 
rumored that Mr. Murphey, in making his con- 
tract for $5,000, had led the contractors to be- 
lieve that the Governor was cognizant of the 
trade, and would indorse upon its being con- 
summated, The Governor, therefore, de- 
manded an investigation. Ihe matter 
has been thoroughly sifted, and there 
is not the shadow of doubt in the 
minds of the Committee as to the Governor’s 
absolute innocence. The testimony is positive 
upon every point, and fully vindicate the Gov- 
ernor. The parties contracting with Murphey 
swore that they had no suspicion or suggestion 
that the Governor was or could have been cog- 
nizant of the trade. Gov. Colquitt is exceed- 
ingly popular, and the result of this investiga- 
tion will seriously impair Senator Hill’s 
strength. He disclaimed haviug. instigated, 
suggested, or encouraged the inquiry, but there 
are many who claim that he or his friends put it 
on foot. A witness swore that Mr. Hill offered 
to let it drop if his fee was paid. The report was 
uoapimous.

The value of our wheat for shipment to Liver- 
pool has been the theme of much discussion re- 
cently. It is stated that there has been a margin 
of loss of about 15e per bu to the shipper, this 
claim being based on the Beerbehm quotations, 
and obtained by adding together the price 
here and the cost of transportation, etc. 
According to sach a comparison there 
has been a steady loss for several months past. 
During that time over 40,000,000 bu of wheat 
have left this continent for Europe, and no small 
proportion of ithas been shipped from Chicago. 
This is a fact which we presume no one will dis- 
pute. The contestants are welcome to accept 
either of the following as explanations, or to as- 
sign some other, if they choose: 

(1) The shippers or the consignees, or both, 
have lost vast sume of morey by the operation. 

(2) Or, the quotations no not apply. as generally 
understood, to the kind of wheat actually 
shipped. 

(3) Or, the parties who figure up the cost of 
transportation, selling charges, etc., name fig- 
ures which are not paid on handling the prop- 
erty. 

The strike at the Stock- Yards ig virtually ended; 
in fact, we are informed that it actuaily existed 
only one day. All the houses were cutting yester- 
day, and will probably be on full rations to-day. 
Parties interested state that the whole thing has 
been considerably exaggerated. 

The leading produce markets were firmer yester- 
day, thongh somewhat irreguigr. There was a 
beiter tone in wheat and corn. as a consequence of 
areaction from the weakness of Tuesday, which 
was largely due to exaggerated reports of financial 
distress in England. Provisions were firmer, not- 
withstanding the fact that a large quantity of pork 
was sold out early on account of a party whose 
margins had become exhausted. The amount of 
the deficiency was about $6.000 in addition to the 
margins. The party (Mr. M.. Bloom) states that 
he will probably be able to resume within two or 
three days, the diffienlty being only temporary. 

Tue markets generally, exceot barley, exhibited 
a firmness which had not been witnessed for several 
days previously, This was helped by the ramors 
that much lower freight rates to Europe were in 
order than those published, which gave hopes of 
relief to the trade. There has recently been a very 
depressed feeling, owingtothe fact that produce 
has accumulated here so rapidly as to fill our store- 
houses at the beginning of winter, and threatening 
soon to suspend the receiptof grain except as it 
could be taken off the track at high freight rates to 
the seaboard. Low rates of transportion Eastward 
this winter would make all the difference in the 
world” to the trade here, and cause a very impor- 
tant addition to the prices received by the farmer 
for his property. 

In dry-goods circles there was a moderate move- 
ment at nomivally steady prices. Fancy articles, 
such as are suited to the holiday trade, were in 
fairly active request, but in other departments of 
the market there was an air of extreme quietude. 
Groceries were in good general demand, and ruled 
steady, no quotable changes being notea. Noth- 
ing new was developed in the dried-fruit and 
canned-goods markets. Fish were quiet and un- 
changed. Prices of butter and cheese ranged the 
same us for a number of days previous, and were 
about steady. Oils were quoted steady. Nothing 
new was developed in connection with the bagging, 
leather, tobacco, coal, and wood markets. 

The lumber market was steady. The interior 
demand is fair for the season. .The receipts are 
small, and will soon Cease altogether. The trade 
is entering the winter with a big stock, but they 
calculate on supplying a wider breadth of country 
than in former years, and therefore do not think 
the yard supply is disproportionately large. 
The few cargoes arriving bring recent prices. 
Wool and broom-corn were quiet. Hay sold more 
freely at easier prices, Hides were steady. The 
seed market was quiet and unaltered. The demand 
for poultry and game appeared to be better, and 
fresh offerings were a shade firmer, Potatoes were 
firm.

Kern Still Sticks to His Foolish 
Fancies. 


Exposure of Some of the Times 
_ Misrepresentations, 


Mr. Galloway Explains the Discrepancies 
in the Bond Court. 


FOOLISH FIGURING. 

The Times of yesterday morning contains some 
abeurd conctusions, drawn from some incorrect fig- 
ures, about the recent election in thie county. It 
has been urging atrongly a recount of the vote for 
Sheriff, on the ground that it has hopes that Kern 
would be counted in, The arguments on which it 
bases this bope are the allegations of some of the 
Socialite aud Greenbackers that their candidates 
were not given credit for all the votes which were 
actually cast for them; that their registered 
strength in their various clubs and sections was 
far greater than the number of votes which their 
candidates are said to have received: and that 
many ballots cast for their men must 
have been wronefolly counted for Mr. Hoff- 
mann. The Tunes aise calls attention to alleged 
discrepancies between the total vote cast for the 
various candidates ou the State and county tickets, 
there being cast for Sheriff, according to their 
Uguring, over 1,000 votes more than for certain 
State officers, -—a discrepancy which. it alleges, is in 
itself proof of fraud. It might be did it exist. 

As a matter of fact, the total vote in Cook Coan- 
ty for the various offices was about as follows: 
For Clerk of he Supreme Court, 56; 678; Coroner, 
56,681; Supernntendent of Instruction, 57,126, —a 
lady ran as a candidate for this office, and a few 
hundred extra votes were brought out, probably, 
on her account. The total for Sheriuti—the most 
hotly-cuntested of all the offices--was 57,086, and 
tor Congress, 56,659. There is in these votes no 
more discrepancy than one would expect. Were 
they any closer, in a city at least, it would be 3 
suspicious circumstance. 

Now as to the other allegation about alleged 
votes winch were cast for Ryan, Socialist, or Dixon, 
Greenbacker, but which, it ts claimed, were 
counted for Hoffmann. The vote for Congress of 
the combined Socialists and Greenbackers is about 
300 less than their combined vote for Sheriff. The 
Congressional) vote is doubly counted. It is count- 
ed not merely by the judges, à third of whom were 
Democrats, but by the Supervisors, a half of whom 
were Democrats. The returns of these two sets of 
ofiicers agree on Congressmen. To assume that 
the Congressional vote of the Socialists and Green- 
backers wae greater than was returned for them is 
to assume a most elaborgte aud comprehensive 
system of fraud, involvi bree judges, two Su- 
pervisora, and two clerks at each polling-piete. 
This is absurd. It appears. therefore, that the 
total number of regular Greenback and Socialist 
uckets does not exceed the number of votes re- 
turned by the Supervisors as cast tor their Con- 
gressional candidates. 

if, then, either Dixon or Ryan got any additional 
votes, they were On split tickets. —eitber Repub- 
lican or Democratic tickets, —where Hoffmann's er 
Keru's name was scratched off and Ryan's or Dix- 
on's substituted. It je certain that no Kepudlican 
ticket was scratched for either of these ind:vidaals. 
All the Kepabdiican scratches were for Kern, and 
from all indications they have been counted and 
credited to him. The scratches on the Demo- 
cratic ticket were presumadl either for 
Dizon, the Greenbacker, or offmanun, the 
Kepublican. In some of the ultra 
Democratic wards it is known that the opposition 
to Kern was so bitter that many of the Democrats 
bolted him and voted for the Republican. A few. 
of course, votea for Dixon, but the votes he thus 
gained above his normal party strength are offset 
by the Greenbackers, who ecratched their tickot 
and voted for Hoffmann or for Kern, while among 
the Socialists quite a number scratched for Hoff- 
mann. 

lt is true that peither the Socialiate nor the 
Greenbackers cast as many votesas they have on 
their rolls, but the vote was a very light ove. and 
they are no more entitled to claim that they got out 
thvit entire vote taan the Republicans would ve. 
Besides that, a number of the Greenbackers and 
Socialists who did vote changed their minds by 
election morning, and retarned to their old party 
allegiance. The Greenback Central Committee is 
now engaged in investigating a number of its 
leaders who solid out at the last election, and if 
they will investigate more clusely they will be apt 
to find that their loss was due far more to the dis- 
hoLesty of their chefs thun of the judges. 

There will doubtiess be a recount, but the prob- 
ability is thatit willadd nearly a thousand votes 
to Hoffmann's majority. So, let Mr. Kern go on 
and spend his money, im order to prove that his 
rival's popularity was greater than the judges 
made it eut to be,

KERN STILL HOPES. 

The attorneys, defeated candidates for the 
Shrievalty, and others of the Democratic, Social- 
istic, and Greenback parties interested in accumu- 
lating alleged testimony upon which to base a bill 
in chancery in the County Court, praying for an 
order for a recounting of the vote cast at the last 
election for Sheriff, assembled again yesterday 
afternoon in the law office of Col. Juessen, and 
concluded their efforts im that particular direction. 
There were present, besides the legal gentleman 
above-rfamed, the Hon. John C. Richberg, asso- 
ciate counsel: Messrs. Kern and Dixon, the Demo- 
cratic and Greenback candidates respectively ; 
Mr. Hitehcock, a gentleman who is looked 
upon as an expert in counting ballote; James 
W. Springer aud John F. Scanlan, Greenbackers, 
and Jve Gruenhut, of the Abend Zeitung. 

The vote of each precinct was examined, and the 
attorneys questioned those present in regard to 
their knowledge of the correctness of the returns. 
In some mmstances the Greenback géntlemen as 
serted that the vote for their candidate was larger 
than had been officially returned, and the same ar 
sertion was made on the Socialisticside. The gen- 
tlemen claimed to have discovered that there had 
been more votes returned for Hoffmann than had 
been actually cast at the polls for that candidate, 
and that fully 2. 000 votes bad been cast for Mr. 
Dixon that had been returned for Hoffmann. A 
similar claim, moving 1,000 votes, was 
made by the Socialistic representative, 
who asserted, 3180. that the whole 
vote of his party had been 10,000, whereas but 
7. 000 had been returned. The returnsin several 
wards were referred to, and figures of the alleged 
real vote given, in support of the statements. 
As-ertions were also made that Republican tickets 
from which the name of Mr. Hoffmann had been 
scratched, and either that of Kern, Dixon, or 
Rvyau substuted. had been counted for Hoffmann, 
together with ballots that had been cast by ciluzens 
who had erased the candidate for Sheriff from 
them—not wishing to vote for any of the candidates. 
Republican tickets bearing Kern's name instead 
of Hoffmann'’s, and in many instances either 
Dixon's or Ryan's, were said to have been 
counted for Hoffmann along with the straight Re- 
publican tickets containing the latter's name. The 
gentlemen seemed to believe that ® recounting of 
the vote would change the result, as returned. and 
they expressed their ability to bring forward the 
requisite testimony in support of their allegations. 
They think they have sufficient to entitle them to 
an order from the Court for a recount. 

The bill will probably be filed to-day in the 
County Court, and will contain substantially the 
allegations above mentioned.

LETTER FROM ONE OF THE CAN- 
VASSERS.,

Cuicaeo, Dec. 11.—My time bas been too much 
occupied until now to give prover attention to the 
article beaded dhe Count in last Sunday's 
Times. The data, Af not the article itself, must 
have emanated from a geutieman who volunteered 
to witness the proceedings. and yet I note many 
assertions which are not sustained by the facts. 

To pronounce the errors found in recounting the 
vote on the bond question conclusive, or even 
strong presumptive evidence that similar errors 
will be found in arecount of the vote for Sheriff or 
any other officer, is neither rational nor honest. 

The names of the various candidates were all 
printed in fair type, and could, in ail cases, except 
when badly scratched, be easily read; whereas, 
upon all honestly- printed ballots, the bond count 
could oniy be made by noting the erasures of the 
words For or Against. — a task not alwa.s 
easily to be done, even when the sole 
object of the count is to ascertain the 
exact truth upon that question alone. 
Tne erasures are generally made with a lead pen- 
cil, and often very faintly or imperfectly dove, —so 
imperfectly, that in the recent count I bad to fre- 
quently resort to a magnifying glass to decide how 
the vote should be counted. 

Taking into consideration the fact that the vote 
east upon the bond question was the last one 
counted by the precinct judges and cierks, and 
that it was generally done late at night, and often 
by an imperfect light, when they were all weary 
with the jong strain upon both physicai and mental 
endarance, it is not only reasonabie to expect many 
errors. but it would be miraculous if they did not 
occur. 

it is true that in a few of the precincts there was 
a very gross carelessness, to say the least, but to 
charge the entire body of judges and clerks with 
criminal intent or negligence is clearly unwar- 
ranted by the facts, and a gratuitous insult to some 
850 highly estimanle citizens, whose censure I 
would merit were I to justify this wanton atiack 
upon their characters without & protest.

But I 
was then ignorant of the complicated condition of 
tne ballots, and the dishonest methods used to

as blanks all tickets upon which fractions of the 
printed negative remained and no crasures made 

Iam a Republican. and was opposed to givin 
the authority for the wave of the bonds, bot ft 
think these facta would not prevent me from mak 
ing a fuir count; and I would scorn to pervert 
a mere business matter, upon which men in 
every party would divide, into political capital 
even if there were some justification for it in the 
premises, and for which I cap see no excuse in this 
case. I cannot respect, if I do not despise, the 
writer who would gato a party advantage by Diaat- 
ing the reputation of some 830 gentiemen, two- 
fifths of whom are members of his own party. 

In the Fourth Precinct of the Kleveuth Ward the 
judges no doubt honestly returned the entire vote 
not cast in favor of the bonds as negatives, and in 
two precincits—the Fifth in the Seveuth: Ward. aud 
the Second in the Seventeenth Ward no returns 
were made by the judges, an oversight for which 
there le no reasonabie excuse. Making the cor- 
rections fur these three precincts leaves Dat a 
fraction over 700 votes of the official majority 
against the bonds to be overcome, and which would 
be more than accomplished by an average iucrease 
of five votes for each of the remaining precincts in 
the county, a number which would be fully cover- 
ed by the doubtful ballot. But the increase was 
nearly double that number, and it was Ov no means 
uniform. 
Had a my 2 notice been given. and had the law 
governing the manner of submitting such ques- 
tions to a vote, and the way in which ballots may 
be mapipulated, been more fully discussed and 
explained in the pubiic journais, a more intel - 
gent expression of opinion might have been ob- 
tained. 

If. however, itis finally decided that the bonds 
may issue, it is to be hoped that the present Board 
of County Commissioners will use no more of them 
than will be absolutely necessary to complete the 
Court-House, after using whatever may be spared 
from the unnecessarily large appropriations from 
the tax-levy of 1878. 

Incidental to the recent recount. it may be 
proper to add that there are some voting precincta 
in which the population is so small that it costs 
the county to hold an election iu them avout 82 for 
every vote deposited in the baltot-box. —an ex- 
pense not justified by any “se of pubite utili- 
ty. If some twenty-five of these small voting 
preciucts were consolidated with other pre- 
cincts in a judicious manner. ample opportunity 
would be afforded for every man to deposit his bal- 
lot without inconvenience, and thus save to the 
county about 81. 500 at every election, There will 
be three genera! elections in Cook County in 1879, 
aud, if the proposed reduction were made before 
the first of March next. a saving of between $4, 000 
and $5, 000 of election expenses in a single year 
would be effected. It is true that this sum may 
appear @ smal! matter for this great county, but, if 
a similar teimming down were extended to ever 
department of the County and City Governments, it 
would amount to more than 581. 000. 000 per year, 
and thus save that amount to a tax-ridden people 
without impairing the efficiency of any legitimate 
function of manicipal government.

Proceedings in the Very Unsatisfactory Trial 
at Hartford, Conn.
